A NINE-YEAR-OLI»BOY LAYS DOWN HIS LIFE NI
AN EFFORT TO WAVE HIS BROTHRH,
Special telegram to T Bee,
Furuerron, Neb,, April 16,—News was
brouzht here yesterday that two sons of Mr,
Kemp was burned to death while settiog fire
to a straw stack.

The youngest boy accompunied his brother
and on arriving at the straw stack run aronnd
on the opposite side and
CLIMHED TO THRE TOPF OF THR STACK.

'The older Loy thinking his brother had gone
on to the house set fire to the straw and thus
‘sealed his brother's doom," The Hame
aided by a strong wind leapsd to the top o
the stack and set firo to the lad's clothes,
whereupon he uttered severnl shrieks, On
seeing that his baby brother's lifs was in dan-
ger, the oldest Loy, with 4 nerve and bravery
toat  few men conld “equal
dashed into the flames and climbed to the top
of the burning stack, rsized his brother in his
arma. sod, amidsc the flanies of their burning
cluthes, jumpad from the stsck, ran to his ad
vancing tather and placed his dying brother in
his parenta' arws, l-:va{ atitch of clothing
was buroed from the boys' bodies, The
youngest boy died shortly after belug takan
to the houee, The oldest hoy cannot live
many hours, his flesh belug burned to a crisp.
Both bays were remarkably bright, handsome
lads, snd ghe self-porsession and bravery of
the nldest boy entitles Goeorgie Kemp's name

PHESIDENT CLEVELAND'S PROCLAMATION HK-
GARDING THE WINXELAGO LANDS,
Wasmisaron, April 17.— Preaident Cleve-
Innd to-day lssued the following proclama:
tion:
Whereas, By an executive order bearing
tha date of the Twenty-deventh day of Feb-
ruary, 1885 It was ordered that: All that
tract of country in_the territory of Dakotas,
known as the Old Winnebago reservation and
the Sioux or Crow Creek reservation, and
lying on the east bank of the Missouri river
wot apart and reserved by executive order
dated January 11th, 1875, and which in not
covered by the executive order dated Angust
19th, 1879, restoring certain of tha lands re-
served by order of  Janmary 11th,
1875, except the following described tracta:
Township No. 105, north range 71, west; 105,
north range 72, weat; fractional township 108,
north range 73, west; the weast half of section
4, sections o, 6, 7, 8, 9, 18, 17, 15, 18, 20, 21,
25 29, 80,81, 82 and 33 of township 107,
north range 70, west; {ractional townshap 107,
north range 71, west; 107, north ravge 72
west; 107, north range 73, weat,
Tha west half of townghip 106, north range
70, west, and fractional township 106G, north
rauge 71, west, and except, also, all tracts
withio the limits of the aforesald Winnebago
regervation snd the Sioux or Creek reserva-
tion which nce ountsive of the limits of the
above desoribed tracts, and which may hereto-
fore have been allutted to the Indisna residing
upon sald reservation, or which may hava
heretofore been selected or occupied by said
Indians, under nnd in accordance with the
yrovisions of article 1 of the treaty with the
ginux Indians of Apnl 24, 1808, Be and the
same is hereby restored to the publie domain,

Whereas, Upon elaim being made that said
order i illegal and in violation of the plighted
faith and obligations of the United States,
contained in sundry treaties heretofore en-
tered into with Indian tribea or bands, oceun-
pants of said reservation, and that further
execution of said order will not only oecssion
much diatress and wnffering to peaceful Ind-
dinns and retard the work of their clviliza-
tion and engender among them a distrust of
the national government,

I have determined siter a carsfuol examina-
tion of the soveral treaties, acty of congross
and other official data bearing on the subject,
aiderd and assisted therein by tha advice and
opinion of the attorney-gencral of the United
States, duly rendered in that behalf, that the
lands so proposed to be restorad to the public
domain, by said executive order of Felruary
27, 1885, are iocluded as existing Indisn res-
ervations, on the east bank of the Missonrl
river by the terma of the second asticle of the

and that consequently being treaty reserva-
tion#, the executive was withoutlawful power
to reatore them to the public domain by the
sald execulive order, which 1s therefore
deemed snd considered to be wholly unopers-
tive and void and, whereas the laws of the
TUpited States provide for the removal of all
persons residing or being found upon the In-
dinn lands and teriitory without permission
exprosaly and legally obtained of the Interior
department,

Now, therefore, to maintain inviolate the
solemn pledges and plighted faith of the gov-
ernment as given in the tresties in uestion,
and for the purposs of properly protecting the
interests of the Indian tribes ss well as the
United States in the premises, and to the end
that no person or persops may be induced to
onter upon said lands, where they will not be
allowed to remain without tho permission
aforesaid, I, Grover Cleveland, president of
the United States, hereby declare snd pro-
claim waid executive order of February 27,
1855, to be ln contravention to the treaty ob-
ligutions of the United States with the Sivux
tribe of Indisns, and therefore to be Inopera
tive and of no effect; and 1 further
daclare  that the lands intended to
be embraced thersin  are existing In-
dian reservations, sod as such svsilable
for Indian purposes alone, and subjsct to the
Indinn intercourse ncts of the United States.
Ido further wanrn and admonish all and
avery person, or persons, now In occupation
of said lands, under color of said exscutive
ordere, and all such persons as are Intending
or preputing to enter and wettle unon the
same thereunder, that they will nelther be
permitted to remain or enter upon asid lands,
nod such porsons s are already there are
horeby vequired to vacate und remiove there-
from, with their effects, within sixty days from
the data hereof, and in'case due regard for and
voluntary obedience to the laws nod tresties
of the United States sod this admonition
sod warning be not sufficient, to effsct |ur-
poses and intentions berein declared, wll the
power of the government will be employed to
carry into proper execution the treaties aod
laws of the United States herein reforred to.
In testimony hereuf, I hereunto have set
my hand and causs the seal of the United
States to be atfixed.
